6. The repeal of all laws prohibiting or re- 
stricting free expression of opinion, or the 
right of association or public meeting. 

7. Religion to be a matter of private opin- 
ian, and all payments of public money for 
confessional or religious objects to cease, 
ecclesiastical or religious communities to be 
considered private associations which man- 
age their own affairs. 

8. The secularization of the national

9. Free administration of justice. 

10. The abolition of capital punishment. 

ll. Free medical assistance and free dis- 
posal of the dead. 

12. A graduated income and property tax. 

18. The abolition of direct taxation. 

14. The taking over by the State of all 
workingmen’s insurance agencies. 

15. An unbroken period ofrest and thirty- 
six hours ineach week for every working- 
man.

THE MONTAGUECASE 


Verdict of Manslaughter for Killing 
Her Little Child. 


ILL-FEELING AROUSED OVER THE AC- 
TION OF A PRIEST. 


Excitement High and the Trial Had Be- 
hind Barred Doors—Opening of the Do- 
minion Parliament—Canada’s Loss of 
Trade From Burdensome Imports— 
General Foreign News— Briefs. 


BELFAST, Feb. 25.—Mrs. Annie Margaret 
Montague, wife of Mr. Robert Montague of 
Coleraine, County Londonderry, and daugh- 
ter-in-law of Lord Montague, who on Feb. 18 
was beld by a Coroner’s jury as being re- 
sponsible for the death of her 38-year-old 
daughter, Mary Helen, and who was taken 
before a magistrate and remanded in £700 
bail, was rearraigned fora further hearing 
to-day. 

The case has excited tne most widespread 
interest throughout the province, and con- 
siderable ill-feeling has been aroused by the 
action of Father McDonald, the parish priest 
of Coleraine, who decia red from the altar on 
Sunday last that Mrs. Montague, whoisa 
convert tothe Catholic faith, wag being per- 
secuted because of her religious belief. The 
case has been discussed in every light, and it 
is generally believed by impartial persons 
that, though Mrs. Montague was unnecessa- 
rily severe in her punishment of the little 
girl, she had no thought of inflicting bodily 
injury upon her, much less of killing her. 

When the hearing was resumed to-day 
Coleraine was in a state of the wildest excite- 
ment. Feelingfor and against the prisoner 
had reached such a stage that the Judge be- 
fore whom the hearing was to be held had 
taken alarm, and deemed it necessary in 
order to preserve the peace to forbid the 
admittance of the general public to the 
court-room. Soserious had the outlook be- 
come tnat the authorities as a matter of 
precaution hadadraft made upon the police 
Stationed in the villages adjacent to 
Coleraine, and quite a number of extra con- 
stabies were on duty in and about the Court- 
house ana on the streets in the vicinity. 

With all these precautions to prevent a 
violent outbreak ofthe popular ferment the 
court was opened and Mrs. Montague placed 
in the dock. The first witness called was 
Miss Dozell, the governess. She repeated 
the evidence she had given before the cor- 
oner’s jury to the effect that the little girl 


which she, the governess, had placed her in 
adark room. She afterward informed Mrs. 
Montague of what she had done, 
whereupon the latter, who was evidentiy 
very much incensed at her daughter’s 
action, went to the room and tied the little 
girl’sarm behind her back with a stocking. 
She then tied her up with a cord, with a ring 
inthe wall, and lefther. At the expiration 


of four hours, when Mre. Montague went to 


the room to release the child, she found.that 
the stocking, in some unaccountable man- 
ner, had slipped up around the child’s neck 
and that she had been strangled to death. 

After the hearing of further evidence, Mrs. 
Montague was found gullity of manslaughter. 
The trial of Mrs. Montague on the second 
count, cruelty to children, 
ceeded with. 


AMERICAN COPYRIGHT. 


PROTEST FROM SECRETARY BLAINE AGAINST 
CANADA’S REFUSAL. 

OTTAWA,Ontario, Feb. 25.—The Secretary of 
State for Colonies, Lord Knutsford, has trans- 
mittedto the Governor-General a dispatch 
received by Lord Salisbury from Secretary 
Blaine protesting in the strongest terms pos- 
sible in dipiomatic intercourse aguinst the 
refusal of the Canadian Government to grant 
copyright to American citizens. 

Mr. Blaine recites the provisions of the 
Simonds actof 1891, that the privilege of 
copyright in the United States shall only ap- 
ply tosuch foreign States as grant similar 
privileges to American citizens. 

The existence of these conditions was to be 
determined by the President, who, when sat- 
ised, should issue a proclamation bringing 
the complying nation within the scope of the 
act. Mr. Blaine informs Lord Salisbury in 
effect that the refusal of the Canadian 
Government, if sustained, will constitutea 
breach of faith on the part of Great Britain, 
and he proves it in this way: : 

By the passage of the act Mr. Blaine trans- 
mitted it toLord Salisbury, requesting an 
opinion as to whether Great Britain came 
within the conditions, and received the fol- 
lowing reply: ‘‘Her Majesty’s Government 
are advised that under the existing law an 
alien by first publication in any part of Her 
Majesty’s dominion can obtain the benefit of 
contemporaneous publication in a foreign 
country, and the law of copyright in force in 
all British possessions permits to Americans 
benefit of copyright on a substantial basis as 
British subjects.’’ 

Mr. Blaine points out that application by 
Americans for Canada copyright has been re- 
fused by the advice of the Canadian Minister 
of justice, in direct violation of Lord Salis- 
bury’s pledge upon which the President 
issued his proclamation, including Great 
Britian and her colonies in the list of 
countries granting to the United States 
reciprocity in copyright. Mr. Blaine re- 
quests Lord Salisbury to ask Canada to con- 
tormto the pledge in her behalf by the 
British Prime Minister.

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DOMINION PARLIAMENT, 


MATTERS PRESENTED AT THE OPENING SESSION 
TO-DAY. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 2%.—Parliament 
opens to-day with the Government’s majority 
increased from twenty-itge votes to forty- 
three, as the result of the-fecent by-election. 
In Lord Stanley’s speech opening Parliament 
the following referenc@ is made to inter- 
national questions: 

‘‘The negotiations with respect to seal 
fishing in Behring Sea have been continued 
witha view to the adjustment Dy arbitra- 
tion of the difficulties whieh have arisen be- 
tween Her Majesty’s Government and that 
of the United States on the subject. 
Commissioners have beeflappointed by both 
Governments to investigate the circum- 
stances of seal life in Behring Sea, to report 
thereon, and to suggest the measures, ifany, 
which they may deem necessary for its 
proper protection and preservation. 

‘*The commissioners are proceeding with 
their deliberation in Washington, and the re- 
sults will shortly be communicated to Her 
Majesty’s Government, I trust that their in- 
vestigations, and the determination of 
the arbitrators who are to de ap- 
pointed, may lead to @ just, equitable 
settiement of this long pending difi- 
culty. The ‘meeting arranged with the 
United States Government for a day in Octo- 
ber last for an informal discussion on the ex- 
tension of trade between the two countries 
and other international matters requiring 
adjustment was postponed at their request, 
but incompliance witha more recent inti- 
mation from that Government, threeof my 
Ministers proceeded to Washington and con- 
ferred with representatives of the adminis- 
trationof the United States on those sub- 
jects. 

‘*‘An amicable understanding was arrived 
at respecting the steps to be taken for the 
establishment of the boundary of Alaska and 
for the reciprocity of services in cases of 
wreck and salvage. Arrangements were also 
reached for the appointment of an inter- 
national commission to report on the regula- 
tions which may be adopted by the United 
States and Canada for the prevention of de- 
structive methods of fishing and the pollu- 
tion of streams, and for establishing unl- 
formity of close seasons and other means for 
the preservation and increase offish. Valu- 
able aac friendly Interchange of views 
respecting other important measures also 
took place.’’

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


FRENCH RADICALS WANT CONTROL OF THE CAB- 
° INET—BRIEF MENTION. 

Panis, Feb. 25.—It is said that M. Bourgeois 
was induced by his Radical friendsto refuse 
a portfolio in the Cabinet as planned by M. 
Rouvier. The object of the Radicals isto ob- 
tain complete control and not toaccept only 
a partial voice in the Government. They 
hope that Carnot will yet have toask Bour- 
geois toform a Ministry that will give the 
Radicals all they desire. The situation is 
more complicated than immediately after 
the resignation of the Ministry, andthe dis- 
orderly elements in Paris are ominously out- 
spoken and active. 

A Gispatch from Vienna says it is believed 
that the ministerial crisis in France will 
upset the ingeniously formed league of Rus- 
sia, Framce and the Vatican against the 
triple alliance. 


THE ALSACE FRONTIER. 

Beritx, Feb. 2.—The Governor of Alsace- 
Lorraine in an address at a banquet in Stutt- 
gart last night said that the hope which he 
had expressed a year ago that Reicheland 
would be restored to a normal condition had 
been fulfilled. Hereafter, thanks to the 
benevolent ipterest of the Emperor in the 
provinces, its people would be able to secure 
and sanctify their homes and protect their 
frontiers without’ extraordinary passport re- 
strictions. The Governor-General added that 
Parliament would now proceed with its du- 
ties calmly and with good courage. The ban- 
quet was one given to members of the 
Provincial Parliament. 


THE POPE FIRM. 

Rome, Feb. 25.—The Pope is preparing an 
address to be delivered on the anniversary of 
his coronation. In this address the Pope will 
decline to abandon his rights over Rome, but 
otherwise the address will be couched ina 
moderate tone, owing to the improved reia- 
tions between the Vatican and the Quirinal.

HABEAS CORPUS PROCEEDINGS IN LILLIE 
JOHNGON’S BEHALF. 


Hearing Closed and Decision to Be Ren- 
dered To-Morrow—Facts Which Have 
Been Presented in Court—The Appear 
ance of Defendants Contrasted—Probe- 
bility That Bail Will Be Granted. 


Memruis, Tenn, Feb. 2%.—The people of 
Memphis begin to realize that they have in 
the Mitchell-Ward trial probably the most 
remarkable case in the history of crimes. It 
is not the morbidly curious alone who dally 
fll the seats in the large building where 
the trial is now proceeding. There 
are among the spectators men and women 
to whom this singular case presents start- 
ling features and who come to think ana rea- 
60D @s they listen. So far the facts presented 
show that Alice Mitchell loved and was loved 
by Freda Ward ; that they planned an elope- 
ment to St. Louls, where they were to live 
as man and wife, with Alice Mitchell in the 
role of the man in the case; that this 
strangely planned arrangément was rudely 
disrupted by Mrs. W. H. Volkmar, the mar- 
ried sister of Freda Ward, and Alice Mitchell 
determined to take the life of her erstwhile 
betrothed and that she consummated her 
fatal design even with a vision of the scaffold 
before her eyes. 

No scrap of evidence so far presented 
shows that Alice Mitchell’s friends had any 
intimation that she was nursing a murderous 
purpose. Lillie Johnson on the witness 
stand yesterday sald that the mission of her- 
self and Alice, as she supposed, to the river 
front on the fatal day, Jan. 25, was to give 
Miss Mitchell the opportunity tosay good-bye 
to Freda. Theseare the facts brought out 
and they furnish material for scientists as 
well as judges and juries.

This morning he died and 
Mr. Charles Nugent of Nugent Bros. called 
at Police Headquarters and said he thought 
Bergon had been murdered. Bergon had 
worked for him, he said, and he wanted the 
matter investigated. 

Dr. Brennan was sent at once to the late 
residence of Bergon, 1507 Walnut street, 
to hold a post-mortem examination of the 
remains and ascertain positively the cause of 
death. The police are out looking for the 
two men who were with Bergon when he was 
found in front of 600 North Third street last 
Monday night. . 
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Both Men Meet in an Impromptu Duel at 
Edward's House—Edward Says His 
Brother’s Wife Was a Party to the 
Betrayal of Her Husband-—The Men 
Tell Their Stories Face to Face in the 
Police Station. 


Alba Barton Harris last night set out to 
murder his brother Edward, but failed in his 
purpose for lack of ammunition and his 
brother’s determined stand witha revolver. 
Bdaward Harris is in jail now for having 
fred his revolver on the public street, but 
in addition is charged by his brother with 
baving criminally assaulted his wife, Alba, 
or Bart, as he is usually called, says his 
wife was outraged by Edward, and 
it was for that reason that he went 
to Bdward’s house last night and fired point 
blank at him with a revolver. The story of 
the feud between the two brothers was un- 
raveled by Capt. Kiely of the Fourth Police 


District this morning: 
THE SHOOTING. 

Last night the police reported a mysterious 
shooting at No. 8011 Kossuth avenue and that 
some unknown man had fired three shots at 
Baward L. Harris, who lives at that 
mumber, and that Harris returned the 
fire Ove times, one of the bullets hitting 
Emmet Benedict of No. 4036 Grove avenue 
in the foot, causing a slight wound. Ea- 
ward Harris was arrested and held for ex- 
amination to-day. 

Oapt. Kleley bad but little to work on when 
he took hold of the case this morning, and 
suspected that Edward Harris, the prisoner, 
knew who had fired the shots.

In other words he 
has been as loyal to his friends as it 
was ssitle for a man to be whose 
sole object in life was self-betterment, 
He is generous whenever he can afford to be, 
and that he Is generous is shown by the many 
acts of thoughtful Kindness at times when he 
was free to act according to the promptings 
of his heart rather than the dictates of his 
head.. Tnat he is incorruptible is shown by 
the fact that he is stilla poorman. Noman 
not even his bitterest enemy, ever charged 
him with boodling. 

HIS EARLY CAREER. 
Mr. Hill was born in Havana, Schuyler 
Y., of parents who were neither 
rich nor poor. He attended the public 
schools at that place, and wasa diligent stu- 
dent. He began the study of law about the 
time he pegan the practice of politics, which 
wag about 1860. In 1862 he moved to Elmira, 
where he was afiniitted to the bar in 1864. His 
characteristic industry enabled bim to make 
rapid progress. He was an indefatigable 
worker, whatever may be thought of the 
scrupulousness of his methods. e became 
a keen lawyer and enjoyeda large and suc- 
ractice.

In 1881, after a severe struggle, Mr. Hill 
secured the nomination for derman from

There is no question about that. He was 
among the first at the polis in the morning 
and among the last to leave them at night, 
and in the assiduousness with which he 
looked after the party caucuses and party 
conventions he set an example worthy the 
imitation of all good citizens, 

He was elect Alderman. The following 
spring he was nominated by the Democratic 
party and chosen Mayor of the city of Elmira, 
a city which is almost alwavs Democratic. 

Then came the memorable campaign of 1882 
the Mayor’s campaign, as it was called. It 
was said that the nomination for the Gov- 
ernorship was almost within his grasp but 
Hill preferred to risk nothing. e let the 
governorship go to Cleveland and took the 
second place himself. This is perhaps the 
only really great blunder he ever made. Had 
he dared a little more he could have got the 
nomination for Governor and as the event 
proved, victory at the polls would have fol- 
jiowed. The 200,000 majority would have been 
his, not Clevelanda’s. 

As a prostsing officer, 
success, He new parliamentary law 
thoroughly and made few mistakes. He it 
was who taught Speaker Thomas B. Reed 
how to ‘‘count a quorum,’’ but did not other- 
wise distinguish himself. In1885, Jan. 1, he 
became Governor on the resignation of 
Grover Cleveland. He was elected Governor 
in the fall of 1885, re-elected in 1888, and 
served out the full term of the governorship 
to which he was last elected and which ex- 
pired Dec. 381, 1891. In the spring of 1891 he 
was elected a United States Senator for the 
term beginning DecembDer, 1891, Dut did not 
qualify till Jan. 7, 1892. Heheld the govern- 
orship till the end of his term, in order to 
err his arrangements and prevent Lieut.- 
10V. Jones doing anything which might tend 
to lessen his influence over the Democratic 
machine.

GOV. HILL. 

On his accession to the Governorship a new 
development of character began. The secrets 
of his success are that he seems never to quit 
learning, and his unwavering adherence to 
his one object in life. During his seven 

ears’ incumbency he made many enemies, 

uthe also made many friends. Itis sig- 
nificant thatthe State officers are, without 
exception, Hill’s friends. What does this 
mean? The filppant charge is made that they 
are mere hencumen without character or in- 
telligence. But this, if true, proves too 
much, Is it possible that the officers of a 
great State are characterless adventurers, 
without mind or morals? As a matter of 
fact the chief supporters of David B. Hill are 
men of character. intelligence and high so- 
cial and ae gpm standing. They are 
menwho have come into personal contact 
with the man, and whose estimatesare based 
upon au intimate association for years. That 
they are all Hill men certainly speaks well 
for the object of their enthusiastic support. 
Itissafeto say that much of the criticism 
upon Mr. Hill, involving his fitness for 
further honors, comes from men who have 
not gone below the surfaceof things. He has 
done wrong many times, as other men do. He 
is tyrannical and ‘‘bossy,’’ and of late has 
undoubtedly been reeling drunk with suc- 
cess. He has overestimated his own import- 
ance and underestimated that of the rank 
and file of his party. In other words, he jas 
somehow got out of touch with the masses 
and has played a dangerous and immoral 
game. But thisdoes not touch Nis character 
asaman or astatesman. He has made a 
tactical error, a strategic blunder. But he is 
a man who is quick to see when he has made 
a mistake and usually draws, back in time, 

HIS COURSE IN LEGISLATION, 

In glancing over the State legislation of the 
past seven years it is surprising, even to one 
already familiar with it, to find how small is 
the proportion with which party politics had 
anything whatever to do. Inthe great mass 
of the State business, both in the Legislature 
andinthe State departments, Republicans 
and Democrats are working harmoniously to 
rether, exercising their best Judgment and 
diligent labor for the commonwealth’s good. 
Of the two most Important laws of the last 
seven years on the humanitarian side, the 
Fassett Prison Law of 1889 was drafted by an 
employe of the executive chamber, under the 
joint supervision of Gov. Hill and Senator 
Fassett, and was supported in both houses 
by a large majority of both parties; the law 
of 1890 forthe State care of the insane was 
championed by Fassettin the Senate, and, 
though few knew it, was saved from defeat 
by Hill at the most critical point of its pas- 
sage through the Legisiature. These are fair 
samples of many measures of similar nature, 
By far the largest and most important portion 
of the work—and there is a vast amount of 
very hard work—done Dy legislators and 
other State officers, is done quietly, diligently 
and conscientiously. 

All concede that Gov. Hill administered the 
non-partisan work of his office more thor- 
oughly than had any of his predecessors fora 
long period of years. From about 1860 to 1880 
is the period of the most slovenly law-making 
in the history of the State of New York. 
Hill’s love of clean-cut, lawyer-like work 
would not allow him to contentedly sign 
a slovenly drafted misfitting bill. The 
changes he brought about during his 
Governorship in the methods of legisia- 
tive drafting; in the suppression of une 
necessary special legislation, and the sub. 
stitution of the system ofone uniform gen- 
eral law for an approved object in the place 
of many local and special laws with confus- 
ing variations, in suppressing legislation at 
Albany for particular localities, and confer- 
ring legislative powers for like purposes 
upon the authorities of the localities con- 
cerned, were most valuable contributions to 
legislative and law reform—in the form of 
the law, to begin with, and, by inevitable 
result, in the substance of the law as well. 

The same acts havecalled down upon Mr, 
Hill the bitterest denunciation and the high- 
est praise, and it isa singular fact that once 
an opinion is expressea of him it seems to be 
adhered to. Itis admitted by non-partisans 
that many of his objections to the Saxton 
ballot law were valid and really in the inter- 
est of puror elections. But this does not 
weigh with Senator Hill’s enemies. They 
reason that he cannot do anything right and 
would not if he couid. He is wholly and Itrre- 
trievably bad. Hence although he may have 
been right in some particuJars touching the 
Australian ballot, base motives prompted 
himand so he is not justly entitled to any 
praise for ooh go or superior wisdom. On 
the other hand his friends are equally un- 
reasonable and cannot see anything wron 
inany of hisacts. It is a characteristic o 
the man: Heishatedorloved. It seemsto 
be difficult for a politician to judge him im- 
geen Ff 

Probably the most creditable act of his 
career as Governor was the advocacy of Fed- 
eral and State constitutional amendments 
transfering disputed elections from the 
Legislatures to the courts. His messages on 
this subject are scholarly and even states- 
manlike. 

But itcannot be said that Mr. Hill rose to 
his opportunities except when a partisan ad- 
vantage was at stake. 

During his seven-years’ Occupancy of the 
Governor’s chair Mr. Hill created no policy, 
advanced no reforms, but did steadily grow 
in the possession of ail the powers incident to 
patronage. The Democratic leaders ofthe 
Senate and Assembly reported to him morn- 
ing, afternoon and evening for advice and 
approval. His word wastheir law and his 
disapproval their great dread.

instance is a striking exception to every rule 
laid down by him with so much ability in his 
recent article on the ‘‘Pardoning Power’’ in 
the January North American Review. 

Nor has he been very Democratic in his treat- 
mentof New York City. He violated the 
principle of home rule in the Dill which be- 
came a law under his signature, forcing upon 
the city of New York fifteen police justices at 
the enormous salary of $12,000 a yeareach. 
Although friendly to the great cause of rapid 
transit for the city of New York, by bis own 
active intervention he defeatedin the Assem- 
bly the passage of a Dill which had met the 
approval of the entire metropolitan press 
after it had passed the Senate by an almos 
unanimous vote, an act which has never been 
satisfactorily explained and which cannot be 
accounted for except upon the hypothesis of 
partisan political necessity. 

But his greatest achievement was the 
rescue of the State from Republican control, 
New York is to-day solidly Democratic and 
likely to remainso. This is due to David B. 
Hillandtono one else. In the face of the 
bitterest denunciation from the Republican 
and Mugwump press he pressed forward and 
madethe Government reaily a Government 
ofthe people. For this he deserves the pro 
foundest gratitude of all Democrats. No 
doubt his course was at timesarbitrary and 
that he treated rules of legal procedure with 
scant respect. But he had an object to gain 
and he gained it. It was an object which 
must be commended Democrats who 
will cheerfully condone any small departure 
from the strict path of legal form. 

Of his utterances concerning the tariff and 
silver questions little need be said. It is dir- 
ficult to judge whether Sénator Hill is a free 
coinage man ora ‘‘gold bug’’ from anything 
he has ever said. As to the tariff his position 
is equally ambiguous, After the defeat 
of 1888 he declared himself for tariff 
reform in unqualified terms. He ap- 
proved of Cleveland’s course and announced 
a never-turn-back policy. Of late, however, 
his tone has changed, There is not the same 
unmistakable clearness. The reason, of course, 
is well known, He is trimming for the 
presidency as Clay and Webster and many 
others have trimmed. But nobody doubts 
his Democracy and that once elected he will 
perform the duties of his office with an eye 
single to the public “ can go no 
further.

THE COLLECTOR’S ATTACK UPON THE 
STATE COURTS I8 QUOTED. 


Stress Is Lafad Upon His Admission That 
There Are 108 Saloons Running in 
Town Without a License, Against 
Which No Prosecutions Have Been 
‘Commenced—The Committee Say They 


Madea Milder Report Than the Factw 


Justified. 


The report on Collector Ziegenhein, pre- 
sented to the Council by its Investigating 
Committee. is a pretty severe arraignment 
of that official, The committee has treated 
him with great fairness, and the report pre- 
sented is so conservative that every point it 
makes tells to the discredit of the Collector. 
He ig accused by the report of 

Loose collections, 

Indulging saloonKkeepers by letting them 
run without licenses, and 

Urging his office force to make a show of 
good work when the Post-DisrPatcn began 
to expose the illegal methods of his office and 
the Council took up the inguiry. 

But forthe combine complications in the 
Council and the influence brought on the 
members by the political friends 
of the Collector, the report would 
have been much strong?r, and 
would have gone more deeply into the 
charges thathave been proved by citizens 
against the office. Up-to late yesterday af- 
ternoon Councilman W. T. Anderson, the 
Chairman of the committee, was determined 
to have in the report paragraphs criticising 
the Collector’s neglect of the law relating to 
saloon petitions and remonstrances, and his 
failure to collect properly the license fees of 
the merchants and manufacturers. 

Councilman Albert Arnstein, the second 
member of the committee, urged him not to 
Go it, saying thatthe Council had not given 
the committee authority to go so thoroughly 
into the Collector’s work. 

Councilman John C. Bensiex, the third 
member of the committee, who is a 
strong personal friend of the Collector, and 
his political supporter, declared he would not 
signthe report if it hit at the Collector, 
sharply, and threatened, when Coun- 
cilman Anderson insisted on mak- 
ing a thorough  ~plece of work of 
it, to present a minority report en- 
tirely exonerating the Collector from ail 
blame. Councilman Anderson, forthe sake 
of his dramshop bill, was anxious to havea 
unanimous report. 

SOFTENING THE REPORTS. 

Then there was President Walbridge and 
Counciiman Cole. Councilman Anderson 
knew that ifthe report Was very severe, the 
Republicans would makea party matter of 
it, and there would be a rancorous debate 
onthe floor which would notonly endanger 
the report itself, but would make the way 
hard for his billafterwards. Hesaid toa 
Post-DISsPATCH reporter just before the Coun- 
cil convened.’’ The petition matterand an 
objection tothe way the manufacturers’ li- 
censes are collected oughtto Dein the re- 
port, but Cole doesn’t think so, Arnstein 
doesn’t and Bensiek will notsignif£ I put 
them in.’’

TRAIN ROBBER PERRY. 


He Tells the Story of His Recent Daring 
Exploit. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Feb. 25.—A reporter had 
a long Interview last night with Oliver Curtis 
Perry, the train robber, in jail at Lyons. The 
prisoner said: ‘‘On the evening of the rob- 
bery I went to the theater at Syracuse. About 
midnight I went down tothe depot and hung 
around tlilNo. 18 came in. I watched the 
messenger’s car and saw there was a 


safe in each end and one for the way 
business near the door. Iknewthe safes in 
the end contained money and was sure there 
was some money inthe other. I wentup in 
the freight yard and, as the express puiled 
out, I Jumped onthecar ahead or the mes- 
senger’s. 1 crawled over to MciInerny’s car. I 
took out my rope ladder, a Kind of fire-escape 
invention of my own. I strapped the bi 
frontier revolver which I always carri 
through the West, with my cartridge belt, 
around my overcoat. The other revolvers 

ut in my upper overcoat t 
within easy reach, in case 1 ropped 
the big one. I got up on the 
platform railing and putting my hands on 
the roofs of the two cars swung up tothe 
top I attacked the door on the roof of the 
car and peeked down over the edge to see if 
the messenger had taken any alarm. He was 
all right and I swung down in my ro saddle 
over the edge. Both hands were and I 
tried to hold on to the edge of thecar roof, 
but the train was going fifty miles an hour 
and the wind was so strong, I was blown 
awar fromthe car several times, and once I 
narrowly missed ae a bridge. My hands 
became so cold, that when I drew my big re- 
volver I .found I could not cock the plece. I 
rubbed my hands and slapped my sides with 
them wntil they grew warm. 

When I got inside the car I leveled my gun 
at McInerny andas I did go he raised his re- 
volverand heldit leveled at me with both 
handsat arms iength. He ducked his head 
as Ifredand the ball grazed his forehead. 
He Sregpes his revolver and reached for the 
bell-cord. When he had pulled the cord 
twice, and while attempting to pull it a third 
time I firedand shot him in ® arm. He 
stepped ovdr to where his gun lay on the 
floor and as he reached for it, ying no at- 
tention to my command to throw up hig 
hands, I fired again, the ball striking him 
somewhere in the leg.

The Oase of Officers Quigley and Gannon— 
Bart Ready’s Experience With the 
Ruffians—A Hackman Fined for Rob- 
bery—Poor Police Protection Aftorded 
the Visitors to the City. 


The case in which Officer Quigley Is charged 
with assaulting and beating a Union Depot 
cab driver named John Raticanon Monday 
evening Feb. 15, came upin Judge Kane’s 
court to-day and was taken to Judge 
Stevens’ court on a change of 
venue, Though the cabman almost 
punched the head off of Officér Gannon, he 
feels that Quigley had noright to interfe re 
andclubhim in return.

He 
struck Ratican twice with his club and was 
about to hit him again when ‘‘Big Ennis’’ 
Bradford, another cabman, snatched the 
club from hishand,. Ratican struck Quigley 
a stunning blow with his fist 
on the forehead but he received 
four in return and was soon sprawling on the 
sidewalk. He was taken to the Four Courts 
and charges of disturbing the peace and re- 
sisting an officer preferred. The following 
morning Judge Morris fined Ratican $10 for 
disturbing the peace and the cabman at once 
took an appeal, He filed a motion for a 
change of venue in the case of ‘‘resisting’’ 
and had it transferred to the Carondelet po- 
lice court. He then went before Justice 
Kane and swore out a warrantcharging Ofi- 
cer Quigley with assault and battery. The 
case will very likely be tried to-day and the 
outcome is anxiously awaited by the police.

The Oharity Conference met this morning 
at Centenary Church, on Sixteenth and Pine 
Streets, and after the opening in- 
vocation passed a resolution that mo male 
persons whatever be allowed to attend the 
meeting until the first halfof the morning 
session was Over. Before the regular pro- 
gramme was taken up, however, a discussion 
was started as to whether all the reports 
shoyld be printed in an official report of the 
conference. This discussion lasted until 11 
o’cidck, when a beginning was made on the 


regular programme. 
The first address was that of Miss M. Terry 
onthe subject of ‘‘The Care of Criminals.’’ 


This was followed by reports on the White 
Cross Home, the Convent of the Good 
Shepherd and the Truvelers’ Aid Society. 
Then came the address on reform by Mrs. D. 


W. Haydock. 
CAUSED A STIR. 
A sensation was caused by the producticn 
of a directory of first-class pleasure resorts

Genouncea the livery stable keepers, 
restarauteurs and others who advertised in 
the book, and they determined to ask the 
press to take up the matter. Another matter 
of much interest was the paper on

natalcare of children was necessary. he 
children should be treated with intelligence 
and experience in their infancy to avold 
physical afflictions. It condemned the prac- 
tice of trifling with the notions of love and 
marriage inthe presence of children. Miss 
Mary Perry read a paper on‘‘Prison Reform’’ 
and the session took a recess, 
MRS. FANNING’S PAPER. 

At the afternoon session, 

Mrs. Rose K. Fanning, the well-known 
school teacher, read a per on ‘*The Care of 
the Aged.’”’ She said that religion and expe- 
rience taught people to love and revere the 
aged. Among the Indians and barbarous 
tribes the old were left to die, but no sadder 
picture could. be imagined than King Lear 
left in want and misery in his declining 
years. Governments had endowed homes for 
the aged. Amongthe first was the Charter 
House of London, modeled in 
its present form in 1611. The 
conditions of admission were that ‘‘Its in- 
mates must be deserving men of good char- 
acter, being or having been officers in the 
army or navy, clergymen, merchants, or 
persons engaged in trading, professional, 
agricultural or similar pursuits, who have 
been reduced by misfortuneor accident with- 
outtheir own defauit.’’ Another notable 
home wasthat of Morden College, Biack- 
heath, founded in the seventeenth century 
for Levant merchants, but afterward made 
avaliable for others. There was not in these 
early institutions the careful classi- 
fication and adaptability to the 
circumstances of the individyal that char- 
acterize the ‘*homes’’ of to-day. The Gov- 
ernment had established homes for the 
soldier and sailor. In St. Louis congrega- 
tions of different churches had founded 
homes. In 1833 a ‘‘Home for Widows and 
Maids’’ was established by a number of 
charitable ladies. The Israelites have a home 
where their aged are tenderly cared for. The 
Little Sisters of the Poor have a home where 
they care for the aged outcast and hungry 
poor and beg from door to door for food and 
clothing forthem, the Sisters’ vows requir- 
ing them to feed their wards before they 
touch food themselves. 

Mrs. Fanning said that woman had always 
held the foremost place in the care of the 
aged. By nature, woman had more patience, 
respect and reverence for age. She closed 
with an appeal to all to help makethe closing 
years of aged people as pleasant as possible. 


REIGN OF TERROR. 


Peace Officers of Four Counties Held a 
Bay. 

SYLVANIA, Ga., Feb. 25.—Thos. Kendrick, the 
Emanuel County desperado, whofora week 
held off the combined posses of four counties, 
made a desperate attempt tu escape from his 
enemies. Friday morning they fired the 
cabin by saturated kerosene balls, and with 
cocked guns awaited the doom of the pris- 
oner. When it became too hot for him in the 
house, he rushed out, firing as he went, 
wounding so many of the officers that they 
scattered. They have located ;himat an- 
other house, and are now willing to let him 
leave the country, if hewilillgeo. Kendrick 
was tried for murdera year ago, and after 
acquittal asked the Judge if he could be tried 
again forthe offense, and upon being told 
that he could not, he said: ‘*Then Idid mur- 
der the scoundrel, and there’s more of them 
I want to kill.’’

THE MAIN QUESTION 


All Congressional Action to Be Subor- 
 dinated to Tariff. 


PROGRAMME OF THE DEMOCRATIC 
LEADERS IN THE HOUSE. 


The Battle of 1884 Must Be Oarried On 
in 1892—A Date for Oonsidering the 
Coinage Bill to Be Demanded—Web 
M. Samuel Before the Senate Com- 
mittee—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. O0., Feb. 25.—The House ts 
preparing foractionon thetariffm question. 
There have been complaints that the House 
leadership was slow; that it seemed to fall to 
grasp thé situation. However just this com- 
plaint may have been when first uttered, it is 
likely to cease within the next fortnight. 
Matters are rapidly taking shape and at a 
much earlier day than was the case in either 


the Fiftieth or Fifty-first Congress, the 
tariff discussion will be begun and the meas- 
ures proposed pushed on toa vote. 

The friends ofthe Springer programme are 
entering upon this contest with the utmost 
confidence. They are not only assured of a 
large majority for their tariff bills, but of 
speeches and statistics in supportof them 
certain to be of the highest value in the cam- 
paign before the people which is to follow. 
The correspondence of Democratic members 
of Waysand Means with manufacturers and 
merchants, and capitalists in general|all over 
the country, shows that the line of attack on 
the McKinley bill is widely approved, while 
the farmers and the laboring classes, speak- 
ing through their regular organizations, 
pledge their support to what Is so clearly in- 
tended to benefit them. 

The reports of the majority of the Ways and 
Means Committee on their bills will be both 
elaborate and convincing. Supplemental to 
them will be the investigation ordered by 
the House last week as to the effect of the 
McKinley bill on agriculture. This action 
was urged by Chairman Hatch of the Agri- 
cultural Committee, and under his directions 
the work ts certain to be thoroughly done. 

The decision of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee totake up the tariff bills March 1 has 
greatly disturbed the _ silver enthustasts. 
They realize the impossibility of securing a 
date forthe consideration of silver before 
the end of the present month, and they ap- 
preciate the fact that the Ways and Means 
Committee can claim and exercise the right 
of way for allits measures as against any 
bill that may be brought forwara. 

The Speaker feels that his pledge to the 
country that there shall be no step backward 
in tariff reform is now at stake. To precipil- 
tate a long debate on the silver issue, while 
it might not imperil, would certainly delay 
the passage by the House ofthe Springer 

Ss. 


A conservative estimate of the length of 
time required for a full discussion of the tariff 
puts it at two months, which would bringthe 
sessionupto Mayl, Itis not contended that 
this length of time Is required, but it is un- 
derstood that nearly évery member of the 
House will make a speech on the tariff in- 
tended for use in the coming campaign. Most 
of this material wtll be intended for home 
consumption, but it will take up the time of 
the House and prevent any action on the sil- 
ver question until some time in May. 

It is the hope ofthe anti-silver people that 
by the time the tariff is disposed of the ap- 
propriation bills will be in such shape that an 
appeal can be made to the House to consider 
them in preference to the silver or any other 
question. Itisnot expected that the tariff 
will be discussed every day during the two 
months it will be before the House. It will 
occasionally be laid aside for the current ap- 
propriation bills, but the two great budgets 
—the Legislative, Executive and Judicial 
and the sundry civil appropriation bills— 
are rarely passed in the long session be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year. Indeed 
in every one of the last five Congresses it has 
been necessary to pass special resolution 
extending the current appropriations be- 
cause of the failure to finish the considera- 
tion of the annual bills. On several occa- 
Sions these extensions have amounted to 
thirty days. Witha fair prospect, therefore, 
that the important appropriation bills can 
be taken up for discussion early in May and 
kept before the two houses for several weeks, 
the anti-silver people see a chance to fill- 
buster the silver quession to death. This be- 
lief is strengthened by the declaration of 
some of the pasty leaders that an early ad- 
journment will be forced. 

SILVER COINAGE, 


MR. BLAND’S COMMITTEE INSIST ON ITS CON- 
SIDERATION. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The coming caucus 
of to-night on the silver question is about the 
only topic of discussion in the Howse .this 
morning. It quite overshadowsthe regular 
proceedings, and members neglect the mo- 
notonous consjderation of the Craig-Steward 
election contest in order to gather in the 


lobbies and cloak-rooms and discuss the 
question at issue within the Democratic 
party. 

Chairman Bland, Mr. Pierce of Tennessee 
and the other irreconcilable advocates of 
free coinage insist that ‘*no backward step’’ 
must be taken at the Democratic caucus to- 
night, but a resolution must be adopted de- 
claring that the Biand free coinage bill 
must be considered this session and 
that the Committee on Rules must 
be requested to name ae date for its 
discussion, While Mr, Bland disclaims any 
desire to antagonize the various tariff 
measures pending in the House which wil) 
probably be taken up next week, he insists 
that assurances thata day definite will be 
set for the consideration ofthe free coinage 
bill mast be given before his committee or 
the free silver men ofthe House will consent 
that any Other party legislation shall be 
taken up. 

The first olive branch was tendered to the 
silver mon by Senator Gorman of Maryland 
this morning, but it was by no means re- 
ceived ina spirit which gave hope to the 
Eastern Democrats. Senator Gorman 
cane over tc the House and 
asked Mr. Bland and his friends 
to consent to the appointment of 
a ‘‘joint caucus committee’’ by the Demo- 
cratic Representatives and Senators, which 
should control party measures of legislation 
during the present session and decide which 
bills should have precedence inthe order of 
consideration. Mr. Bland rejected this sug- 
gestion almost with indignation. He 
declared that nothing would satisfy the free 
colnage men of the House but the passage of 
the free colnage Dill, and that too at an 
early day. He served notice, so to speak, on 
Mr. Gorman and the Eastern Democrats that 
no postponement or dallying with the 
question would be permitted by the free 
coinage men. He itinsisted that the issues 
must be met, and that so far as the House Is 
concerned, a free coinage bill must be 
passed. Particular stress was laid upon the 
intenticn of the free silver people in the 
House to pass a bill regardless of the senti- 
ments of the Democratic Senators, and Mr. 
Hlanad asserted that no jointcaucus or joint 
cominittee would be ailowed to exercise any 
dictation whatever in the matter. 

It isthe intention of the free coinage men 
to-night to propose a resolution in the caucus 
of Democratic Representatives declaring that 
the House must pass a free coinage Dill 
this session, and naming adate for its con- 
sideration; lively opposition will be made to 
an proposition by Mr. Harter or 
his friends that the Senators be given a voice 
in to-night’s caucus. 

A number of the Democratic advocates of 
free coinage are absent fromthe city, but 
Mr. Bland and his friends feel confident that 
they have sufficient strength to control the 
result of to-night’s caucus. 

The opponents of Mr. Bland and his col- 
leagues are preparing a counter proposition, 
which they will present and on which the bat- 
tle will be fought. This proposition will name 
a date or instruct the Committee on Rules to 
make a date upon which the free coinage bill 
shall be taken up for discussion and shall be 
the only subject of discussion for one week or 
longer. At the expiration of that time, how- 
ever, it shall be understood tha

FIGHTING SILVER. 


DEMOCRATIC PROGRAMME IN OPPOSITION TO 
FREE COINAGE. 


' WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 2%.—Fhe friends 
of free coinage have forced the fighting in 
Congress, and theresultisthat the oppo- 
nents of silver legislation have deter- 
mined upon heroic’ measures. They have 
determined ifthe free silver men will not yield 
the Democratic opposition will adopt the 
tactics ofthe late Samuel J. Randall in his 
opposition to the Morrison Dills, which pre- 
ceded the successful election of 1884. Mr. 
Randall, with nothing like the numberof 


Democratic Representatives who oppose 
free silver, prevented the passage of the 
Morrison bills. Were there now in Congress 
an anti-free coinage Democrat with the 
splendid will power and qualities of leader- 
ship possessed by the _ distinguished 
Pennsylvanian, there would be no danger 
of a free silver bill passing the House. 

The division on this question is largely 
local and geographical, If the free siiver 
men force the fight, as they threaten to do, 
the anti-silver Democrats inthe House are 
going to demonstrate this. The anti-free 
silver Democrats would avoid this contest if 
they could, but the consolidation of all ele- 
ments opposed tothe silver flood on both 
sides of the House is a necessity of the case. 

That the Republicans have determined to 
profit by the silver situation is shown by the 
change of frontinthe Senate. The leading 
Republicans in that body have come to the 
conclusion that Mr. Harrison is sure of re- 
nomination, andin order not to impair his 
chances in one or two silver States, otherwise 
strongly Republican, they have determined 
to defeat thefree colina measure in the 
Senate should it pass the House. 

This was ascertained the other day bya 
leading Democratic Senator, who made a 
careful examination ofthe situation and per- 
sonal inguiry among his Republican col- 
leagues. 3 

It may therefore be taken as a fact that 
President Harrison and the Republican Sen- 
ate are exceedingly anxious that the House 
shall pass the free coinage measure, and this 
may make it doubtful how far in good faith 
the RepuDlicans in the House will support by 
thelr presence and with their votes the 
Democrats who oppose the passage of the 
silver bill. 

Three things are now determined: First, 
the bijl for the free coinage of silver wiil not 
pass the House without bitter, determined 
and organized Democratic opposition; sec- 
ond, this opposition is determined that their 
fellow-Democrats who favor free silver must 
not fora moment delude themselves with 
the belief that the party is even substantially 
aunitinfavorofthis measure, but that on 
the contrary vast numbers of Democrats do 
not consider ita matter of party faith; and, 
lastly, thatfor the present the tariffis the 
main and predominant issue, and the one 
wa the party is truly and solidly 
ub te . 


RIVER IMPROVEMENT.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 25.—Mr. Webb M,

WARNER MILLER’S ADDRESS ON THE 
NICARAGUA CANAL 


How Its Completion Will Affect the 
World’s Commerce—Grant’s Prediction 
About the Future of the Great Water- 
way—Mississippi River Improvement— 
The Postal Telegraph-—Bills of Lading. 


Feb. 25.—The third 
day’s session of the Transmississippi 
Commercial Congress is being held 
at the St. Charles Theater, Pres- 
ident Prince in the Chatr, Mr. 
Shirmer of Missourl introduced a 
resolution asking for cheaper rates of 
telegraph throughout tne Union, and also 
favoring the postal telegraph system; also 
resolutions favoring freedom of commercial 
transactions from onerous taxations; also 
advocating uniform bills of ladings free of 
all evasions of carriers’ common law lMabili- 


ties. 

Secretary Crawford then read a set of 
resolutions from the National Real Estate 
Association that the laws on conveyances of 
real estate be made uniform in all the States 
and Territories, and resolutions by D. C. Im- 
boden, asking the North and South railroad 
lines tomake rates onall exportand export 
business on full and parcel car lots and ona 
basis of mileage and prevaltling rates effect- 
ive from time to time between St. Louis and 
New York plus 10 per cent to offset extra cost 


in expenses. 
Addresses were made by Senators Gibson 
and White. At the afternoon session the 
question of free silver coinage was presented 
by ex-Gov. G. T. Anthony, Mr.A. C, Fish and 


Hon. Thomas Pattison of Colorado. 


Yesterday afternoon Hon. Warner Miller, 
ex-Senator from New York and now Presi- 
dent of the Nicaragua Canal Construction 
Co., was then introduced and delivered an 
interesting address on the plans and progress 
of the canal. 

Senator Miller gavea brief historical ac- 
count of the various efforts that have been 
made to construct an inter-oceanic canal, 
and an account of various surveys that have 
been made by the United States Government 
and private parties,the results of which have 
been to prove that the only feasible route for 
acanal across the American isthmus is by 
way of Nicaragua. He sald: 


The Government has demonstrated this most con- 
clusively by several extended surveys which it has 
made ofthe entire isthmus from Mexico down to 
south America. This opinion regarding the Nicara- 
gua Canal has been concurred in byall American 
and foreign engineers who have ever examined the 
country. Geus. Grant, Sherman and McClelland 
all approved of the route and were desirous of seeing 
the work undertaken. It isa well known fact that 
Gens. Grant and McClelland were both interested in 
former concessions and would have been—the one 
president and the other chief engineer—of the enter- 

rise, it they lived. Americans have always believed 

n the feasibility of this route and never had any 
faith inthe ill-fated enterprise of De Lesseps, and 
the result pro ved the soundness of thelr judgment. 


Mr. Millerthen gave a description ofthe 
physical conditions of Nicaragua and of the 
route as now located over which he passed 
witha hy | ofengineers and other gentie- 
men, who all pronounced the work entirely 
feasible. Proceeding he sald: 


The total distance across the country from 
Greyton on the Atlantic to Bretou on 
the Pacific, is 170 miles, of which there is only 
twenty-seven miles of artificial canal, the rest being 
river and lake navigation, amply providing for 
speedy and safe transit for the largest vessels now 
navigating both oceans. Lake Nicaragua furnishes 
more than ten times thejvolume of.water necessary 
for the operation of the locks of tho canal and for 
the artificial basins to be created, while 
slack water navigation of the river is ob- 
tained by the construction of a4 large 
dam. The value of this canal to the commerce of the 
United States is best illustrated by stating the dis- 
tance between San Francisco ang New York and New 
Orleans is shortened a little more than 10,000 
miles from the distance going around the Horn, or 
nearly one-haif the circumference of the globe,

They were more favorably located for this, all the 
products have passed through the Eastern ports 
and added very much to the wealth, 
Those communities have also become large manu- 
facturing centers,and this has added to their weelth. 
There is lying south of usa great continent—South 
America—which should be in closer trade relations 
with us thanitis,and there are ly 
Pacific great States, like those of Ja 
the east coast of China, which woul 
brought into closer relations with the Gulf States 
and thosenorthofitthan they would be with the 
Eastern States, because the gulf ports are about 
1,000 miles nearer to the eastern mouth of the canal 
than is New York orthe other Eastern ports. The 
result would be thatthe trade ofthe Orient, which 
is to gointo all the Western States lying north of the 
gulf, would seek an inlet through gulf ports. Which 
one of these ports would be the one favored, would 
depend, of course, upon the energy of the people. 
he export of our breadstuffs and food products, 
which are needed in some portionsof the South 
American and Pacific Ocean, would find an outlet 
through the gulf ports rather than go across the con- 
tinent to our Eastern ports, and om there down, 
It is only necessary to state these facts to have the 
argument come home to every sensible person. The 
great cotton growing States of the Union would be 
benefited beyond measure. Whilst to-day 
they are suffering with overproduction of 
cotton and low prices, f the 
Nicaragua canal were constructed they would have 
the supplying of cotton either raw orin its manufac- 
tured state to fully seveuty million people who live 
on the Pacific Ucean, who would be tributary to our 
countryif the cana! were constructed. The forty 
millions of people of Japan are calling for our raw 
cotton for the new cotton mills which they have been 
building. The Japanese Consul General in New 
York informed Mr. Miller, he said, only a short time 
ago that they had erected some fifteen or twenty 
modern spinning mills in Japan and were getting 
their supply of raw cotton from India 
chiefly. Raw cotton has been sent during the past 
winter from New York over the Canadian Pacitic 
Railroad to Vancouver and from there to Japan 
in the steamers of the English line, If it could afford 
to pay this transportation and be profifable. what 
would be the result if it could be shipped from Gulf 
ports to Japan, saving more than two-thirds of the 
yresent cost. Only a few days ago several thousand 
ales of American cotton were shipped from Liver- 
pool to Japan by the Suez Canal. 

Gen. Grant, when he made his journey around the 
world, foretold that this condition would arise. In 
a letter to Admiral Amiens, who always has been a 
strong advocate of the canal, he says that the 
Chinese would soon import machinerv fop the manu- 
facture of cotton after the opening of the Nic- 
aragua Canal; they would require more raw cotton 
from us than our entire crop then grown (which was 
some 5,000,000 of bales), and added that there was 
not such another cotton producing region on the 
Rlobe asthat of Arkansas and the adjacent cotton 
‘rowing lands. What Grant foretold in regard to 

hina has already come true in regard to Japan. 

W hat the South needs to-day is a larger market for 
her cotton. Cotton is the largest crop which she 
can grow which brings her money. and, while she 
may turn her attention somewhat to other products, 
she will never be largely successful until she has 
found a ready market, at fair prices, for all the cot- 
ton she can produce. 

Phis markes is now confined to our own country. 
and Europe. The population of Japan, Corea and 
China, which is many times greater than our own, 
will require a vast amount of cotton and will require 
a creat deal more when those nations shall have in- 
troduced modern machinery and shall be able to 
yeoduss cotton fabrics at lower prices than at pres- 
The demand of the world fer the cotton market 
will then be equal to ali that we can produce, and 
that at remunerative prices. 

Mr. Miller said, in conclusion, that the en- 
terprise now presented to America is one 
which has had the must careful considera. 
tion; has been examined by the ablest en- 
gineers of the world and pronounced entirely 
feasible, He thought that the commerce of 
the world demanded that it should be con- 
structed. The only question of importance 
now is whether tt should be done by Amert- 
can capital, under American auspices and 
control, of whether it should be compelled to 
seek the capital of Europe for its completion, 
for, with the example of the Suez Canal be- 
fore us, there fs no doubt tnat private enter- 
prise will come torward and carry this great 
enterprise to a successful conclusion.

The Cincinnati Price Current reports the wheat 
crop as holding its own fairly well; the general 
status notchanged.

Acrop report from Michigan says: On Feb. 1 bare 
spots appeared anda day or two later the fields were 
nearly or quite bare. Since the first of this month 
the weather has been mila, thawing more or less 
every day and freezing only lightiy at nigh 

Smut in wheat is almost universal in the ‘Tease 
crop of last year. and the reduction in value from 
this catise is probably greater than from all other 
evils which afflicted the crop of 1891, including hail, 
frost and wet barvest and damp wheat from winter 


threshing. 

Fastern European, Australian and South American 
shipments of wheat to Europe last week were 2, 080, - 
000 bu. an increase of 640,000 bu over precedtng 
week. With the Atlantic and Pacific ports and India, 
this makes a totaLof 6,190,000 bu shipped to Europe 
last week. 

The Cincinnati Price Current in a late estimate on 
farmers’ reserves for March 1 placed them as low as 
142.000.9000 bu, or 23.2 per cent of the 1891 crop. 
The lowest reserves ever known was in 1582, when 
they were down to 25.6 per centofthecrop. How 
the Price Current can juggie the figures so as to pro- 
duce thie low percentage cannot be understood. 
Starting from the beginning ofthe last crop year 
July 1, and allowing nothing then as remaining of 
old crop wheat in farmers’ hands and simply taking 
the 1892 crop of 612,000,000 bu asa basis, giv- 
ing most liberal estimates for exports, consumption 
and seeding, and only alittie less than 200,000, 
bu in farmers’ hands can possibly be figured out. 
Thus, the exports, from this country of wheat and 
flour to last, were equivalent to 
144,000,000 bu and allowing 4,000,000 bu a week 
for Feb. 1 the total up to March 1 would be 16,000,- 
000 bu. Using the Price Current's estimate for con- 
sumption and goes up to March 1, the former 
would be 205,001 bu and the seeding 50,090, 
bu, which, with the exports, deducted from the 
crop figures would leave 197, 060.000 bu as the farm- 
ers’ reserves, or 32 per eentof the 1892 crop. Be- 
sides that there will be fully 40,000,000 bu in the 
visible supply, and the 000,000 bu visible on 
July 1 last is not used in arriving at the above esti- 


mate.

TLAND OF REVOLTS. 


Central American Republics Devising 
Plans for Peace. 


CONVENTION OF DELEGATES ‘MEET AT 
SAN SALVADOR. 


A Confederacy of the Five States May Be 
Formed—Something of the ‘History of 
the Much-Disturbed Governments— 
How Uprisings Are Fostered—Rall- 


ways as Civilzers. 


New Yorx, Feb. 2%.-—Advices from San 
Salvador, Central America, say that under 
the patronage of Honduras the Central 
American Diet will shortly convene fn that 
city to discuss consolidation and interna- 
tional peace. A number of delegates have 
already arrived. The consolidation of the 
Republics of Central America has been the 
dream of many ambitious leaders in Spenish 
America since the dissolution of the first 
confederacy in 1833. San Salvador, at whose 
capital the proposed meeting of the Diet 
is to take place, has always 
taken the lead in Central American 
affairs. It was the frst to throw off the yoke 
of Spanish Gominaation, and proclaim its 
liberty, as Venezuela did on the Southern 
continent. Itis worth remembering that in 
1822 the Congress of San Salvador passed an 
act resolving to annex that country tothe 
United States. But this .movement 
was prevented by the spread of the 
revolt against Spain in the other provinces of 
the country, and before the plan for annexa- 
tion to ‘‘La Grand Republica’’ could be 
carried out the first confederacy of Central 
America was established embracing San 
Salvador, Costa Rica, Honduras, Nicaragua 


and Guatemala, and the proposition was 
never officially submitted to the Washington 
Government. ) 

This confederacy of the five repubiics was 
dissolved in 1633, ahd although Barrios and 
other dictators have assume 
whole country at various times, the States 
have since maintained distinct and separate 
rulers. 

ONE MEANS OF PEACE. 

One of the means of maintaining 
this land ofrevolts and revolutions is to in- 
crease the efficiency of the armies of each 
republic. If this were done, it is claimed, 
uprising, would be less frequent, for a revolt 
would mean real war. 

The standing armies of Costa Rica, Nic- 
aragua, Honduras and Salvador, when 
massed together, would not exceed four 
thousand men. Guatemala has nominally 
under arms a larger force, Dut only about two 
thousand men are ordinarily on wee When 
the military force is so weak revolutionary 
conspiracy is encouraged and there are fre- 
quent outbreaks of civil war. There is not 
one of these countries that Is not constantiy 
menaced with political disturbance and open 
revolt. When 700 'oys in shirt sleeves and 
ragged trousers form the military guard of 
the republic, cabaisareinvariably formed and 
revolutions recurevery year, since itis practi- 
cable for intriguers with comparatively small 
financial outiay to musteran army equally 
strong. A good deal of what is known as 
treason in Central America would be more 
properly classed as political campaigning. 
An ambitious Cabinet Minister or Parlia- 
mentary debater is anxious to become Pres!- 
dent and is baffled by Executive disfavor. In 
order to keep himself before the public and 
to demonstrate his growing importance, he 
headsa revolt against the Government. A 
little powder is burned and considerable ex- 
citement is caused. it isa political campaign 
that is opened rather than civil war with all 
its horrors. 

While the chances of revolutionary intrigue 
and civil strife are multiplied under a system 
of feeble and inefficient military organization 
such as prevails in Central America, the 
horrors of war are materially diminished. A 
revolt in one of these Republics implies an 
attempt onthe part of scneming politicians 
to overthrow the President by arming sor 
40 hundred men and taking a _  =s5stand- 
ing army of a few thousand men 
by surprise. These revolutions are 
not attended with much bloodshed 
andare not to be regarded as very serious 
affairs. If the standing armies were larger 
and under better discipline there would be 
fewer political maneuvers of this sort. 

ARMIES AND RAILWAYS. 

The progress of Mexico during the last 
Gecade is largely to be attributed to the 
Strong military force which has been kept in 
reserve and rendered available by the new 
railway and telegraph systems for rapid 
operations in any part ofthe country. Kevo- 
lution and brigandage have been brought to 
an end, and industrial progress has been pro- 
noted by strong military government with 
rallways in operation for the transportation 
of troops. Inthe same way the construction 
of a trunk railway system from the Mexican 
border to Punta Arenas and Cartago would 
be of inestimable benefit to the cause of civ- 
llization in Central America. With facilities 
for the rapid movement of troops the five 
Governments would not be con- 
stantly in dread of revolutionary outbreaks, 
and vy strengthening their armies they 
would secure whatis more urgently needed 
than anything else—stability of political in- 
stitutions. Such a trunk line would bring five 
jealous States first into intimate commercial 
relations, and subsequently into political 
union under a confederation suchas was 
prematurely planned lastyear. The substi- 
tution ofone powerfal nation for five feeble 
and qguarrelsome States would bea great 
grain for civilization4n Spanish-America. 

A NEW ERA. 

The building ofthe proposed Inter-Continen- 
tal Rallway will mark an epoch in the history 
of Central America and open a new future for 
that country, as well as the States of South 
America, The line will run from Mexico City 
to the northern terminus of the Argentine 
rallroad system, or a distance of more than 
5,000 miles. When ttis completed, one will 
be able to take a continuous railroad journey 
from New York to Buenos Ayres, a distance

MES. FRENCH SHELDON. 


The Only White Woman Who Has Ever 
Explored Africa. 

New YorK, Feb. 25.—The only white woman 
who has ever penetrated the jungles and trod 
the sands of Darkest Africa, Mrs. French 
Sheldon, bhasarrivedin America. She is not 
only a daring explorer, but is a woman of 
fine intelligence and remarkable powerasa 
conversationallst. iscussing her trip 
through Africa yesterday she said: 

‘*I did not makethe journey through the 
African jungles to attempt to outdo Stanley, 
nor for scientific reasons or geological re- 


search. I went simply as a woman—an 
American woman—to study the social char- 
acteristics of African life, and the result has 
greatly interested me. 

‘*‘The expedition, which was fitted out at 
my own expense, consisted of 125 natives, 
with an adequate supply of camels, clephants 
and mules. We also had several interpre- 
ters. I was the only white person inthe 
party. We organized our expedition at Zan- 
zibar and plunged at once into the wilder- 
ness. We were six months on the tramp, 
and during that time I kept my place at the 
head of the caravan—chief of the expedition, 
or ‘Bebe,’ as the natives called me. 

‘*Mombass, a coast province belonging to 
the British, was the first place where the ex- 
edition stopped. The inhabitants are semi- 

arbarous and are ruled bya chief or king 
who has absolute power. We were royally 
receivea by the tribes there, and in many 
other places were presented with gifts of 
rare curios. In entering the African villages 
caution and diplomacy were exercised to 
avoid dangers to which we might otherwise 
have been su¥jected. 

‘*We visited in all thirty-two native tribes. 
Some of them we found to be very intelligent 
and ali were civil and courteous. As I was 
the first white womanthey had ever seenl 
was greeted with special ceremony and dlis- 
tinction. When enteringa village I always 
put on my court costume of white, with 
jewelled sword and laces, natives 
appeared dazzled. 

‘*Among other places we visited was Lake 
Chola, the head of a long chain of lakes. 
These we traversed by means of copper pon- 
toons, leftthere by a German Count after 
having finished an exploring expedition. 
The waters of these lakes are remarkable for 
their purity. During our expedition we 
walked 900 miles and rode about 1,000.’”’ 

Mrs. Sheldon thinks thatit would be use- 
less to attempt to civilize or Christianize 
some of the African tribes until they are first 
taught to wear clothing. Mrs. Sheldon isa 
native of Pennsylvania.

ties itis recommended that the coming spring 
elections be held contrary to his decision. 
Both the Attorney-General and the Central 
Committeemen base their opinions upon the 
manner in whichthe law reads. The tom- 

mitteés argue that In a number of the sec- 
tions of the law the duties of the Town Clerk 
are again and again referred to, and the 
Town Clerk is an officer elected and holding 
office 6xclusively by Virtue of the élections to 
which Mr. Hunt says the law does not apply. 

Sec. 1 defines the elections to which 
the law does notapply by stating: ‘‘Thatin 
all elections to be held in this State for publie¢ 
officers, except for trustees ofschools, school 
Girectors, officers of road districts in 
counties not under township organizatfon, 
the voting shal] be by ballots, printed and 
distributed at public expense, and no other 
ballot sliall be used.’’ 

In reference to who shall pay for the print- 
ing of the ballots Sec. 2 says: ‘‘And in town 
elections by the town.’’ 

In Sec, 7 the language used in speaking of 
the fling of nomination certificates is: ‘‘And 
for town officers shall be filed with the 
clerks of the town.’’ 

Sec. 10 has reference to the consideration of 
Objections presented toa nominee and says: 
**Such objections arising in the case of nom- 
inations of town officers shall be considered 
by the Board of Auditors of such town.’’ 
There afe no town officers in counties under 
township organization except those elected 
at the township elections or annual town 
meetings, as they are cailed, and the Board 
of Auditors is composed of the Supervisor, 
Town Clerk and Assessor. 

The Town Clerk, it is urged, can in no pos- 
sible manner have any connection with any 
other elections than those of township, for 
he is an Officer who has absolutely no connec- 
tion with city or village affairs, the city or 
Village having a cierk of its own, yet in 
speaking of his duties the new law, it Is 
claimed, makes him custodian of the Dalilot 
DOxes; it compeis him to be in his office 
March 2ist (just fifteen days before the town- 
ship elections) to receive the certificates of 
nomination or petitions from voters in refer- 
ence to township elections and pass upon 
their legality and form; he must see to the 
posting of notices and cards of instruction to 
voters for town elections; he must attend to 
the printing and furnishing of tickets, know 
just how many are warited in each precinct, 
etc.; he provides pens, inK, paper, etc.; 
after the election is over hé must receive 
and receipt for the Uallots not used; there 
are A1so other duties which he must perform, 
for instance, he must appear at the formal 
town meeting held the day of election at 2 
o’clock anda keep a record of the proceedings. 

In National, State and County elections the 
law makes it the duty of the County Clerk, 
andin city elections of the City Clerk, to at- 


be attended toin those élections, therefore, 
Attorney-General Hunt’s opponents argue, 
inthe new iaw, why mentionthe duties of 
the Town Clerk at ali, H the law does not 
apply to township elections, since those are 
the only elections with which the Town Clerk 
can have anything to do. 

It is generally thought that officers elected 
(ifany such are elected) under the old town 
ship organization laws wil illegally hold the 
offices to which they are chosen, and that 
much trouble may be caused in the town- 
ships where the two political parties may 
not agree as tothe proper method of hoiding 
the election.

DISASTERS AT SEA. 


Evidences of Many Wrecks Come Ashore 
in Great Britain. 


Loxpon, Feb. 25.—Dispatches continue to 
be received that give details of maritime 
casualties. The iatest report is of the loss of 
the ship Pearl bound for Iceland, which 
stranded in Cruden Bay, near Peterhead, in 
the northeast part of the County of Aber- 
deen, Scotland. The lifeboat men put off to 
the wreck and succeeded in bringing twelve 
persons to the shore in safety. The sea was 
running so high that it was decided to bring 
those still remaining on board the ship 
to the land by means of the breeches 
buoy. A rocket Carrying a light 
line was shot across the wreck. Those on 
board hauled this line, to which was 
attached a heavier one on board, and the 
apparatus was soon rigged. Three persons 
attempted to reach the shore by this means, 
but they were dead when the buoy was 
hauled ashore. The rest were landed in the 
lifeboat. ’ 

It is believed that the wreckage that has 
come ashore at Clontarifeand Killerny vil- 
lages came from the steamer Blaenavon, 
which sailed from Grenocn, Feb. 24.
